At the recent session of the Northwest as- 
scnbly a resolulion waas passed stating that 
the rates charged by the C. P. R. on coal and 
wheat are a hindrance to the prosperity of the 
country and calling the attention of the presid- 
ent of the company to the fact. On January 
3h president Van Horne replied: ‘It has 
been the policy of the company to so adjust its 
grain rates as to afford the farmers throughout 
the Northwest, even in the most remote parts, 
nearly as much profit from cheir grain crops as 
is enjoyed by those in the districts more favor- 
ed in points of distance. I enclose a compar- 
ison of rates from Winnipeg, Brandon, Regina, 
Broadview, Prince Albert, Calgary and Ed- 

monton to the seaboard. I feel that Fam qtite 
safe in saying thatthe company derives no 
protit whatever from the transportation of 
wheat from Prince Albert, Edmonton and Cal- 
gary, and that, instead, it suffers an actual loss. 
If the rates, were to be graduated upwards in 
the usual manner, from the inital point, either 
the the whole of the grain from west of Red 
River would have to be carried without profit, 
or the profitable raising of grain in the more 
distant sections, say beyond Regina, would be 
impossible.”
